Pride of his Heart, the Difcontent of his Mind, 
and the Corruption of his Nature, joined to the 
vilett Ingratitude, that firft prompted him to Re- 
bellion againft his Almighty Benefactor ; and the 
terrible Deftru€tion that overtook him, was fo far 
from awakening his Mind to a Senfe of his Crime, 
and Acknowledgment cf his Sin, that he takes Oc- 
cafion from thetice to confirm himfelf and his 
Comrades in Wickednefs ; feems to gather.

any known J.aw of the Land perverted—any new 
Tax laid—any Impofition impofed—unlefs by the 
free Confent and Approbation of the Reprefenta- 
tives of the People? In a Word, is there any 
Grievance, or any Hardfhip, (except what our own 
Sins and the Malice of the Facobites themfelves 
have brought upon us) that might be, and yet is 
not, either redrefled or removed ?—Is not the Life, 
the Confcience, the Property of every Man fecure? 
—Exempt from the Reftraints to which, under ar- 
bitrary Governments, all thefe are fubjected, either 
through the Caprice of their Monarchs, or the Im- 
pofition of their Priefts?—Is it not the peculiar 
Happinefs of our ‘Times, that we may. “ Entertain 
‘¢ what Sentiments we pleafe, and freely declare 
*¢ the Sentiments we ‘entertain ?”— May not every 
Man (in the figurative Language of the Prophet) 
at this Day, fit fecurely under bis own Vine, and 
bis own fig-tree, and none dare make him afraid ? 
—If our Taxes have been multiplied, and our 
Burdens increafed, hath not this been with our own 
free Confent, nay, at our unanimous Requeft, to 
prevent the moft: terrible of all Evils; and if not 
occafioned, have they not been heightened, by the reft- 
lefs Attempts and wicked Defigns of the very Men 
I have been defcribing ? Will the ‘Facobites fly openly 
in the Face of Truth, and deny all this 3 If not, 
to what can we impute the late Rebellion, or all 
their Murmurs and outragious Proceeding fince, but 
to the Diftontent and Wickednefs, the implacable 
Hatred and revengeful Spirit, of thefe Facobites ? 

Now, what might have been reafonably expected

Indeed their prefent Behaviour too evidently 
difcovers, that as no Defeat, however fignal, can 
deter,. fo no. Clemency, however unmerited and 
extenfive, can reclaim them:—That they do in 
Truth too’ nearly refemble the Charaéter of the 
evil Being above-mentioned, whofe principal and 
diftinguifhing Crimes’ were Revenge and Ingrati- 
tude. Inftigated by this Spirit, they fpare no Pains, 
and neglect :no Means, to weaken and traduce that 
Government which they know they cannot fubvert : 
To this‘End, by the vileft Mifreprefentations, they 
calumniate the Miniftry ; by wicked Inftnuations, 
ray, by’ the groffeft and moft manifeft. Lyes, they 
edeavour’ to’ raife the Jealoufies, and to foment 
the’ Divifions'ar.4 Difcontents of the People ; to fe- 
diite'the Uniwaty,.to impofe on the Ignorant, and to 
allure’ and gain over Men of profligate Principles 
and defperate: Circumftances ; and ’tis with Grief 
I own that thefe Arts have hitherto been too fuc- 
cefsful. 


OF numberlefs Inftances to the prefent Purpofes 
which will occur to every one who has any Com- 
munication or Converfation with this Party, or 
who has read a few only of the many flagitious 
News-Papers and Pamphlets which have been of 
late fo induftrioufly fpread over this Kingdom, and 
which, as they contain neither Wit nor Humour, 
Learning nor Senfe, can only be entouraged and 
propagated from thef* wicked Purpofes above-men- 
tioned, I fhall here point out one only, which, 
for its Impudence as well as Malice, can hardly, I 
believe, be parallelled in all Hiftory And here I 
cannot help obferving (highly to the Honour of 
our Government) how deftitute this Party muft be 
of any real Matter for Cenfure or’ Abufe, when 
they are driven to the hard Neceflity of inventing 
a Falfhood in which they muft be fure to be de- 
tected by every Man living. The Reader muft al- 
ready conceive that I am going to mention the ma- 
ny wicked Suggeftions which have been for a Year 
laft paft fpread abroad againft the Government 
concerning an Attack on the+ Liberty of the 
Prefs. ‘To omit many malicious Inveétives fcat- 
tered up and down in the Facobitical Papers, and 
even in Pamphlets, the fcurrilous Author of Old - 
England entertained his Readers, for two Months 
together, on this fingle Article. Such, indeed, was 
the Stile in which thefe invidious Suggeftions were 
communicated, fo inveterate was the Spirit in which 
this Rumour was propagated, that the Writers 
appeared plainly to infinuate that fuch an Attack 
was abfolutely refolved on; that this Meafure was 
already on the Carpet, and immediately to be exe- 
cuted; and many, I doubt not, who live remote 
from the Scenes of publick Bufinefs, were per- 
fuaded that the Attack was abfolutely begun; and 
fome, very probably, believe at this Day, that 
the Miniftry did really make the Attempt, and 
mifcarried in it. 

Now I can with great Affurance fay, that this 
Defign, fo far from being scfolved on, and much 
lefs attempted, was never once publickly mentioned, 
or, I firmly believe, ever thought of, by any Per~ 
fons now in Power, 

The Truth of the Faét is this. The Liberty of 
the Prefs is one of the’ many, and perhaps one of the 


-moft valuable Privileges which we enjoy under the 


prefent mild Adminiftration. It is a Privilege un- 
known to former Ages under the Tyranny of the 


_ Stuarts, and is fecured to us by the glorious Re- 


volution, and by that Eftablifhment which the Fa- 
cobites are fo defirous.to overturn. I may furel 

add, that this is a Privilege never enjoyed in FA 
free and unreftrained a Manner, indeed with fuch 
abfolute Impunity as at prefent. The People of this 
Nation know the Value of this Liberty, arid have 
experienced fuch Advantages refulting from it, that 
they would be very unwilling to part wich fuch a 
Bleffing ; and no lefs jealous of any Attempt to re- 
ftrain or deftroy it. But according to that trite 
Maxim, The Corruption of the bet Things produ 
ces the worft, fo hath this Liberty produced many 
Evils, and hath by bad Men been perverted to the 
moft pernicious Purpofes. To fcatter Falfhoods a- 
mong the People; to afperfe the beft Adminiftra- 
tions ; to inflame the turbulent Paffions of the Mul- 
titude; to increafe the Difcontent, and to roufe 
‘the Jealoufies, Fears and Sufpicions of the Pub-' 
lic; and by fuch Means to create Difaffe&tion, 
Faétion, Sedition, and even Rebellion itfelf, againit 
a Government which hath never oncg exceeded 








the Limits 6f our Laws, nor hath any other Ob- 
yet in View, but the Happinc!s and Profperity of 
this Nation 

In fuch Hands this truly Exglifs Privilege, this 
Bulwark of our Liberty, hath become the dirty 
Inftrument of private Scandal, the Advocate of 
lawlefs ‘Tyranny, and hath been often forced to 
plead the Caufe of Slavery itfelf, and to endeavour 
itsown Ruin. 

Thefe Confequences, I believe, the Men in Pow- 
er have lamented, and fo hath every other good 
Man in this Kingdom ; but have lamented them 
as unhappily, and perhaps infeparably, iacident to 
a Liberty too invaluable to be abolifhed. 

What an Inftance, therefore, have the ‘Jacobites 
aiven of the Weaknefs, as well as Bifenefs of their 
Caufe ? How excellent muft that Government be 
which its Adverfarics cannot abufe but by fuch 
glaring Falfhoods as this? Is not this highly fufh- 
cient to defeat all their Defigns upon other Men ; 
nay, we could almoft think to reclaim, many, at 
leaft, among themfclves ? . 

But this lait can hardly be hoped from any Rea- 
foning or Experience. For by what Arguments 
can we hope to perfuade the Men, who manifeftly 
laugh at all Argument? What Reafons of publick 
Utility can fway thofe who are Enemies to the Com- 
munity? What Motives, however powerful, will 
influence the Men, whom even Oaths cannot bind ? 
What Confiderations of Religion, will reclaim fuch 
as are indifferent to all Religion ? What Arguments, 
in Favour of Liberty can convince the avowed Ad- 
vocates of Slavery? What “Ties of Friendfhip or 
Society can reftrain the Men, who would deftroy all 
Society? Io fhort, what Argument, of any Sort, 
can awaken thofe, who are already blind to 
their own Intereft, and their Country’s Welfare? 
To him, therefore, and to him alone, who hath 
Ears to hear, would I addrefs the remaining Part 
of this Paper.—If, therefore, the Facobites, are fo 
mad and fo wicked, as to perfift in the Purfuit of a 
bad Caufe, in order to introduce the moft terrible 
of all Evils, fhall not this ftrongly excite us to 
exert our utmoft Efforts, in Maintenance of the 
Beft Caufe, in order to perpetuate the greateft of 
all Bleflings ?—If they ftrive, by all poffible Means, 
to weaken, divide, and opprefs ais ; let this prevail 
upon us to ftrengthen and fupport each other’s mu- 
tual Intereft, by a more firm and cordial Union a- 
mong ourfelves,—Laftly, if to this End they {cru- 
ple not to make Ufe of the bafe Means of Scandal 
and Defamation; it will be our Wifdom and our 
Prudence, heartily to defpife and deteft fuch low 
and wicked Artifices.—By fuch Means we fhall baffle 
all their Attempts, confound their Devices, and de- 
feat their Defigns.—By fuch Means, we fhall ef- 
fe&tually, perhaps, put a Stop to the ill Effects of 
thofe Practices, which, though evidently produdtive 
of the moft fatal Confequences, it is not in the 
Power of our Laws, or, perhaps, even of the Le- 
giflature itfelf, entirely to fupprefs or prevent.

Peterfburgh, June 23. 
Ceording to the Accounts we have received from 


Mofcow, the molt effectual Method has been ta-

‘Troops, which have been fo happily diftributed as to 
prevent the feveral Accidents that hindered the Extinc- 
tion of the Fire, and has thereby preferved the Re- 
mains Of that City. ‘The like Number of Troops has 
been alfo ordeted to reinforce our Garrifon here, in or- 
der to relieve the ‘Troops that compofed it, and leffen 
the Fatigue of the Guards. It had been very happy, 


w the Like Precaution had been taken in Time at Ja- 





raflow, where another Fire has happened that has laid 


it abfoluccly waite. W.E. 

‘Two Accidents (if. chat be their proper Name) of 
the like Kind have happened in the Ukraine fince that 
at Gluckow, viz. one at Kiow, which is the Capital, 
and the other at Nafchna, by which each of thofe 
Piaces has fuffered extremely. M. Wolfenftierna, the 
Swedih Minilter, going to pay his Duty to her Impe- 
rial Majetly at Peterfhoff, was taken fo very ill there, 
that he was obliged to remain in the Apartments of one 
of the Minilters till the next Day. A few Days ago 
the Minitters of the Maritime Powers had a loag Con- 
ference with the High Chancellor, Count Beftucheff, in 
Reference to the Auxiliaries of this Crown in their Ser- 
vice ; at which, it is faid, a Refolution was taken to 
keep that Corps perfeétly compleat, and even to rein- 
force it if there fhould be Occafion. His Majefty of 
Denmark has fent very magnificent Prefents, as well to 
the High Chancellor, Count Beftucheff, as to her Im- 
perial Majefty. It is faid our Fleet has Orders to put 
to Sea. ib. 

Prague, Fuly 3. The Ruffian Auxiliaries are actually 
in full March through this Kingdom, in order to their 
taking Quarters in the Empire, into which it is believed 
they will eover before the zoth of this Month. Thefe 
Troops are divided into three Columns, which are to 
march by fo many different Routes ; the firft will defile 
by Newhaus, Weffeli, &c. in order to arrive at Wald- 
muachen, in the High Palatinate ; the fecond will take 
their Route by Wolein, Duchbroda, &c. and will be at 
Schiradin, in the Marquifate of Bareitly, by the fix- 
teenth; the third will pafs by Landfcrenin, Cheradim, 
Prelautch, &c. in order to enter the Empire by Afch. 
This Column is expeéted in the Neighbourhood of this 
Capital about the 11th. As thefe Troops obferve a 
very exact Difcipline, and pay for every Thing that is 
furnithed them with ready Money, we prefer them to 
all that have ever yet traverfed this Country, though 
in the Space of the laft nine Years, we have feen the 
Forces of almoft as many Nations. ib. 

Mix-la- Chapelle, Fuly 10. We have private Advices 
from feveral Places, which prepare us to fee the French 
repafs the Maefe, and evacuate the Low Countries, be- 
fore the End of this Month. The Difpofitions they are 
now making without any Noife, particularly their hav- 
ing already taken up thetr Horfes from Grafs, feem to 
have a Tendency this Way ; and fome are fo very exact 
as to fix it to the 23d. Since the Sufpenfion of Arms 
feveral General Officers are arrived here from both ‘ 
Armies. ib. 

Paris, July 9. In Conformity to what has been pub- 
lifhed by the Bricif Court in the London Gazette, con- 
cerning the Delivery of Paffports on both Sides, our 
Court has publifhed a Notification of the fame Nature 
in the Gazette of Paris. ib. 

‘Hanover, Fuly 12. The King propofes foon to re- 
view the Troops of this Ele€torate. Several Field Pieces, 
which have been lately caft at Zell, are to be brought 
here, and proved before his Majeity. We hear that 
fome Difficulties which arofe concerning the Terms of 
rettoring the Conquwefts which are or fhall be made in 
the Eail-Indies, are fettled to his Majefty’s Satisfaction, 
and that it is agreed, that they fhall be given up in the 
Condition they thal be in fix Months after the Signing 
of the Preliminaries. ib. 

Berlin, Fuly 13, The King having made an End of 
reviewing the Troops at Stetin, he went away from 
thence the Day before Yefterday in the Afternoon, and 
arsived at Midnight at the Palace of Oranienbourg. 
His Majetty lay there, and after Dinner Yefterday, fet 
out for this Place, where he arrived towards the Evenicg 
in perfect Health. ib. 

Bruffels, Fuly 14. Marfhal Saxe returned hither 
Yefterday in the Evening ; but as his Departure for 
Compeigne is deferred, he is gone this Morning to the 
Caftle of Ter Vuren, to take the Diverfion of hunting 
the Wild Boar. On Friday laft there came hither a con- 
fiderable Remittance for the Payment of the Troops, 
under an Efcort of 50 Men of the Regiment of Royal

But will any Man fay there is no Satire in this 
Poem? Surely it contains fome of the fineft and 
jufteft that ever was written. Satire on thofe who,

and. Peft of Society. Againft thefe, here is as fine 
and as keen Satire, as can flow from the moft fpi- 
rited Pen. 

Upon the whole, I order that the Prifoner be dif- 
charged, and I do moft earneftly recommend the 
Poem to the Public, asI dothe Author likewife, if 
ever he fhould be known, fince I am convinced, 
that the Goodnefs of his Heaft is, at leait, equal 
to that of his Head. ;

agreed to at Aix-la-Chapelle, and alfo that they did not 
contain one fingle Stipulation in favour of Great- Britain 
particularly, except the verbal feparate Article concern- 
ing the Acknowledgment of. King William, The Preli- 
minaries to the Peace of Utrecht, as the French King was 
driven througit abfolute Neceflity to offer them, not- 
withftanding what is faid in the Preamble, and we had 
been all aleng victorious through ten Campaigns, were 
indeed more exprefsly to our Advantage : But it will ap- 
pear, by confulting thefe alfo, that next to a Security 
for our Trade, for which Purpofe only we held a few of 
our Conquefts, the procuring a Barrier for our Allies a- 
gainft the Houfe of Bourbon was the chief Point confi- 
dered by our Minifters. Now if this be done at prefent, 
and we have alfo Security for our Trade, and a Renewal 
of the Contract, muft we not call it a good Peace, that 
puts an End to a War, which by Land has been in every 
Circumftance unhappy ? G. A.——=In judging the W1/- 
dom with which Nations or private Men accept any Terms 
of Accommodation with an Enemy, we muft always have 
Refpe& to their own Circumftances and thofe of their Ene- 
mies, at the Time when fuch Terms were accepted. If 
this Rule be obferved in forming our Opinion of the Pre- 
liminaries lately figned at Aix-laeChapelle, every Eng- 
lifhman muff acknowledge, and rejoice in, the Wifdom of 
our prefent Adminiftration. But if Envy or Malice foould 
awhile prevent their Praife from being univerfal, Pojte- 
rity will not fail to give them that Honour which is fo 
apparently their Due ; and will exprefs their Gratitude, 
as well as Admiration, upon this Occafion.
